Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed November 14, 2006 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Steeg "teaches away from placing a watchdog timer and 
reloading register on the same die". Examiner was not able to find such specific teachings about a watchdog timer. Furthermore, it has 
already been pointed out that integrating watchdog timers - just another circuitry, is well known and well within knowledge of one with 
ordinary skill in the art. Applicant argues about Yokouchi teaching "writing two static values within a specified time in order for the reset 
to occur 1 '. Examiner submits that Yokouchi was used to explicitly identify a very well known method involving watchdog timers and such 
teachings are well known and well within knowledge of one with ordinary skill in the art. Applicant's arguments about Yokouchi's specific 
embodiments were not cited in the rejection. 
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
